MORE HARBOR BONDS? 


At the Chamber of Commerce banquet 
the other night the question of Richmond 
voting more harbor bonds was sprung, 
and sprung hard, by the administration, 
by the big realty men and other business 
interests, 

It was pointed ont where the good 
word of Richmond had heen pledged to 
meet the expenditures of the Federal Goy- 
ernment dollar for dollar on the harbor 
project, and that we had to ke ep our word 
good. Also the urgent necd of more money 
to go ahead with the improvements that 
are neeessary to make a sneeess of the 
harbor project were dwelt upon at length. 

Reference to the fiirst page of this issue 
of the News will disclose the figures 
which show the amount so far expended 
upon the project. and the amount. re- 
ceived. Tt also shows the amount on 
hand to be now aporoximately $100,000, 

It was stated the meeting ‘hat the 
amount needed would he somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $390,000 to keep up 
with the work and the eovernment pledge. 

We have an assessed valuation here of 
$20,000,000, and ca levy on this sufficient 
$200,000 swonld be one and 
one-half per cent. Or, taking it from an- 
other angle, it wonld be $10 per eapita, 
assuming that onr population is 30,000, 
which it is. 

The News is not prepared to say right 
off-hand whether it is in favor of this 
proposed additional bond issue or not. 
The money is need, all right, and our 
word with the Federal Government should 
of course he kept, but just the same there 
are two sides of the question to be con- 
sidered. We could throw a monkey wrench 
into this steering gear that would raise 
more merry Helen Blazes in a single is- 
sue than eonld be eradicated in a vear, 
but hate to do it, as we are getting along 
now to an age where we rather like peace, 
and don’t eat as much raw meat or drink 
as much. liquid dynamite as of yore.
